For your information I am enclosing a copy of the instruc- 
tions to our staff regarding compliance with requests of the Sub- 
committee tor certain documents within our files. You will note 
that paragraph 2(b) sets forth the Board's obligation to seek 
clearance from appropriate agencies prior to disclosing to the 
Subcommittee the contents of interagency communications. 


It would be extremely helpful to the Board, in its expeditious 
compliance with the Subcommittee's requests, if we could obtain from 
you a blanket clearance of all communications between your agency 
and the Board. 


Should any of these documents be classified from a security 
standpoint, the Board proposes to assume the responsibility for ob- 
taining assurance that any subcommittee staff representative desiring 
access to classified documents possesses appropriate clearance prior 
to being given such access. In the event the subcommittee requests 
declassification of any documents, the Board will endeavor to secure 
it through appropriate channels.
